MICHAEL  CAVANAUGH 

Michael  Cavanaugh  is  the  new  voice  of  the  American 
Rock  &  Roll  songbook.  A  charismatic  performer, 
musician  and  actor,  Mr.  Cavanaugh  was  made  famous 
for  his  piano/lead  vocals  in  the  Broadway  musical 
Movin’ Out,  for  which  he  was  handpicked  by  Billy 
Joel  to  star  in  the  title  role.  Mr.  Cavanaugh  starred 
in  the  show  for  three  years  and  more  than  1,200 
performances,  receiving  accolade  after  accolade,  which 
culminated  in  2003  with  both  Grammy  and  Tony  Award  nominations. 

Michael  Cavanaugh  began  playing  piano  at  age  7,  when  his  parents  bought 
their  first  piano.  Encouraged  by  family  and  friends,  and  inspired  by  his  hero 
Billy  Joel,  Mr.  Cavanaugh  formed  his  first  band  at  age  10  and  began  playing 
local  functions,  fine-tuning  the  craft  that  would  become  his  chosen  career.  His 
first  full-time  gig  as  a  musician  was  an  extended  engagement  in  Orlando  at  a 
piano  bar  called  Blazing  Pianos.  In  1999,  Michael  received  an  offer  that  would 
unknowingly  change  his  life,  with  an  opportunity  to  play  Las  Vegas  at  the  famed 
New  York,  New  York  Hotel  and  Casino.  It  was  there  that  Billy  Joel  spotted  Mr. 
Cavanaugh  and  joined  him  on  stage  one  fateful  night  in  2001.  It  only  took  two 
songs  before  Mr.  Joel  was  convinced  that  he  had  found  his  new  Piano  Man.  Mr. 
Cavanaugh  closed  up  shop  at  New  York,  New  York  and  moved  to  New  York  City 
to  work  alongside  Mr.  Joel  and  Twyla  Tharp  to  shape  the  Broadway  musical  that 
would  be  called  Movin’ Out. 

With  the  close  of  Movin’  Out  at  the  end  of  2005,  Michael  Cavanaugh  began 
touring  in  his  own  right,  creating  a  show  that  reinterprets  the  modern  pop/ 
rock  songbook.  It  was  not  long  before  symphony  orchestras  discovered  Mr. 
Cavanaugh’s  talents  and  audience  appeal.  His  first  orchestral  performance, 
“Michael  Cavanaugh — The  Songs  of  Billy  Joel  and  More”  debuted  in  2008  with 
the  Indianapolis  Symphony  and  continues  to  tour.  In  2008,  he  also  signed 
with  Warner/ADA  to  distribute  his  first  CD,  In  Color.  In  2010,  Mr.  Cavanaugh 
debuted  his  second  symphony  show  in  the  "Generations  of  Rock”  series  entitled 
"Michael  Cavanaugh:The  Songs  of  Elton  John  and  More”  and  then  debuted  his 
third  symphony  show  "Singers  and  Songwriters:  the  music  of  Paul  Simon,  Neil 
Diamond  and  James  Taylor”  in  2012.  He  continues  to  tour  all  three  symphony 
productions.

KEITH  LOCKHART 

Julian  and  Eunice  Cohen  Boston  Pops  Conductor 


Celebrating  his  twentieth  anniversary  as  Boston  Pops  Conductor, 
Keith  Lockhart  is  the  second  longest-tenured  conductor  of  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra  since  its  founding  in  1885.  He  took  over  as 
conductor  in  1995,  following  John  Williams's  thirteen-year  tenure 
from  1980  to  1993;  Mr.  Williams  succeeded  the  legendary  Arthur 
Fiedler,  who  was  at  the  helm  of  the  orchestra  for  nearly  50  years. 
During  his  tenure,  Mr.  Lockhart  has  significantly  expanded  the 
orchestra’s  programming, focused  on  national  annual  touring,  and 
participated  in  major  media  events.  He  has  solidified  the  Pops’s 
place  in  the  fabric  of  the  New  England  community  and  has  led  the 
Boston  Pops  in  countless  performances. The  list  of  more  than  250 
guest  artists  with  whom  he  has  collaborated  is  a  virtual  "who's  who" 
of  performers  and  pop  culture  icons. 

Keith  Lockhart  has  conducted  nearly  1,700  Boston  Pops  concerts, 
most  of  which  have  taken  place  during  the  orchestra’s  spring  and 
holiday  seasons  in  Boston's  historic  Symphony  Hall.  Mr.  Lockhart 
has  also  led  annual  Boston  Pops  appearances  at  Tanglewood, forty 
national  tours  to  134  cities  in  33  states,  and  four  international  tours 
to  Japan  and  Korea.  He  and  the  Pops  have  participated  in  such 
high-profile  sporting  events  as  Super  Bowl  XXXVI,  the  2008  NBA  finals,  the  2013  Boston  Red  Sox  Ring 
Ceremony,  and  the  opening  game  of  the  2007  MLB  World  Series.  The  annual  July  4  Boston  Pops  Fireworks 
Spectacular — which  drew  a  live  audience  of  approximately  500,000  in  2014 — was  featured  on  national 
network  television  through  2013;  this  past  summer  the 
first-ever  Boston  Pops  webcast  brought  the  event  to  1.3 
million  music  fans  worldwide. 

Keith  Lockhart  has  led  eight  albums  on  the  RCA 
Victor/BMG  Classics  label,  including  two — The  Celtic 
Album  and  The  Latin  Album — that  earned  Grammy 
nominations.  He  and  the  Pops  were  a  major  inspiration 
behind  the  creation  of  BSO  Classics,  the  in-house 
recording  label  for  both  the  Boston  Symphony  and 
Boston  Pops.  The  Red  Sox  Album  and  A  Boston  Pops 
Christmas-Live  from  Symphony  Hall  are  two  of  their 
recent  releases.  The  Dream  Lives  On:  A  Portrait  of  the 
Kennedy  Brothers  (BSO  Classics) — featuring  narrators 
Robert  De  Niro,  Morgan  Freeman,  Ed  Harris,  and  Cherry 
Jones — was  a  Boston  Pops  commission  premiered  in  2010  during  the  orchestra's  125th  season. 

Programming-wise,  Keith  Lockhart  has  put  an  increased  focus  on  musical  theater,  attracting  such  leading 
Broadway  artists  as  Kristin  Chenoweth,  Idina  Menzel,  Kelli  O'Hara,  and  Billy  Porter  to  the  Pops  stage.  He 
has  worked  closely  with  hundreds  of  talented  young  musicians,  including  Fellows  of  the  Tanglewood 
Music  Center,  college  students  from  the  Boston  Conservatory  and  Berklee  College  of  Music,  and  area  high 
school  students.  He  introduced  the  PopSearch  talent  competition  and  the  innovative  JazzFest  and  EdgeFest 
series,  featuring  prominent  jazz  and  indie  artists  performing  with  the  Pops.  He  is  dedicated  to  building  and 
updating  the  Boston  Pops  library  of  music,  which  contains  over  five  thousand  exclusive  arrangements. 


With  a  renewed  commitment  to  bring  the  Boston  Pops 
into  the  Boston  community  and  to  important  civic 
events,  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Pops  have  appeared  at 
gubernatorial  and  mayoral  inauguration  ceremonies; 
the  annual  tree  lighting  in  Boston’s  Public  Garden; 
sporting  events  including  Red  Sox,  New  England  Patriots, 
Bruins,  and  Celtics  games;  and  the  memorial  service  for 
the  Boston  Marathon  bombing  victims.  He  has  led  free 
concerts  in  such  major  public  spaces  as  Boston  Common 
and  Franklin  Park,  and  each  holiday  season  brings 
members  of  the  Pops  to  play  for  patients  at 
Children's  Hospital. 


Perhaps  the  most  significant  key  to  Keith  Lockhart's 
success  is  his  ability  to  connect  passionately  with  audiences  through  his  engaging  programs,  his 
commitment  to  speaking  directly  from  the  stage  with  fascinating  insights  into  the  music,  and  his  inherent 
understanding  of  the  importance  of  what  sets  the  Pops  experience  apart  from  a  traditional  orchestra 
concert — an  atmosphere  of  music-making  that  is  both  fun  and  entertaining  for  music  lovers  of  all  ages. 

In  addition  to  occupying  the  Julian  and  Eunice  Cohen  Boston  Pops  Conductor  chair,  Keith  Lockhart 
currently  serves  as  principal  conductor  of  the  BBC  Concert  Orchestra  in  London,  which  he  led  in  the  June 
2012  Diamond  Jubilee  Concert  for  Queen  Elizabeth  II,  and  as  artistic  director  of  the  Brevard  Music  Center 
summer  institute  and  festival  in  North  Carolina.  Prior  to  his  BBC  appointment,  he  spent  eleven  years  as 
music  director  of  the  Utah  Symphony,  which  he  led 
at  the  2002  Olympic  Winter  Games  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

He  has  appeared  as  a  guest  conductor  with  virtually 
every  major  symphonic  ensemble  in  North  America, 
as  well  as  several  in  Asia  and  Europe.  Prior  to  coming 
to  Boston,  he  was  the  associate  conductor  of  both  the 
Cincinnati  Symphony  and  Cincinnati  Pops  orchestras, 
as  well  as  music  director  of  the  Cincinnati  Chamber 
Orchestra.  Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  NY,  Mr.  Lockhart 
began  his  musical  studies  with  piano  lessons  at  the 
age  of  seven.  He  holds  degrees  from  Furman  University 
and  Carnegie  Mellon  University,  and  honorary 
doctorates  from  several  American  universities.  Visit 
keithlockhart.com  for  further  information.

Sutton  Foster  is  an  award-winning  actor,  singer, 
and  dancer  who  has  performed  in  eleven 
Broadway  shows — most  recently  the  revival  of 
Violet — and  originated  roles  in  the  Broadway 
productions  of  The  Drowsy  Chaperone,  Little 
Women,  Young  Frankenstein,  Shrek  the  Musical, 
and  her  Tony  Award-winning  performances  in 
Anything  Coes  and  Thoroughly  Modern  Millie. 

Sutton  Foster  was  first  seen  on  television  on 
Star  Search  at  age  fifteen,  and  has  more  recently 
appeared  in  Bunheads,  Psych,  Johnny  and  the 
Sprites,  Flight  of  the  Conchords,  Sesame  Street, 
Law  and  Order  SVU,  and  Royal  Pains.  As  a  solo 
artist,  Ms.  Foster  has  performed  all  over  the 
country  as  well  as  internationally  with  her

Music  director/arranger/pianist  Michael  Rafter  collaborated  with  Sutton  Foster  on  her  first  solo 
CD,  Wish,  which  was  released  in  February  2009;  the  duo  performed  it  live  for  Lincoln  Center’s 
“American  Songbook”  series.  Their  second  CD,  An  Evening  with  Sutton  Foster.  Live  at  the  Cafe 
Carlyle,  was  released  in  March  2011.  Mr.  Rafter  also  co-produced  Norm  Lewis's  solo  CD,  This  Is  The 
Life,  and  the  recording  of  Tony  Kushner  and  Jeanine  Tesori’s  Broadway  show  Caroline,  Or  Change. 

He  conducted  Gypsy — both  the  Broadway  production  starring  Tyne  Daly  and  the  TV  movie  starring 
Bette  Midler — and  won  an  Emmy  award  for  his  music  direction  of  the  TV  movie  version. 

Michael  Rafter  has  supervised  the  Broadway  and/or  national  touring  companies  of  Thoroughly 
Modern  Millie,  Sunset  Boulevard,  The  Sound  of  Music,  and  The  Buddy  Flolly  Story.  On  Broadway,  Mr. 
Rafter  has  served  as  music  di  recto  r/conductor  of  Thoroughly  Modern  Millie,  The  Sound  of  Music, 

The  King  &  /,  and  Gypsy.  He  also  did  the  arrangements  for  the  Broadway  productions  of  Swing  and 
Sweet  Charity,  and  was  one  member  of  the  two-piano  duo  that  played  the  Broadway  revival  of 
The  Most  Happy  Fella.  Off-Broadway  credits  include  Merrily  We  Roll  Along  and  Violet.  With  these 
performances,  Mr.  Rafter  makes  his  Boston  Pops  debut. 


JOHN  HODGMAN 


Before  he  went  on  television,  John  Hodgman, 
born  and  raised  in  Brookline,  Massachusetts, 
was  a  simple  writer,  humorist,  expert,  and 
Former  Professional  Literary  Agent  living  in  New 
York  City.  In  this  capacity,  he  has  served  as  the 
Humor  Editor  for  the  New  York  Times  Magazine, 
frequent  contributor  to  “This  American  Life,” 
advice  columnist  for  McSweeney's,  comic  book 
reviewer  for  the  New  York  Times  Book  Review, 
and  a  freelance  journalist  specializing  in  food, 
culture,  non-wine  alcohol,  Battlestar  Calactica, 
and  most  other  subjects. This  was  enough  of 
a  career  for  any  human.  But  then  he  wrote  a 
book  of  invented  trivia  and  completely  fake 
facts  entitled  The  Areas  of  My  Expertise  and 
was  asked  to  appear  on  The  Daily  Show  with 
Jon  Stewart,  where  he  provides  commentary 
as  the  show's  Resident  Expert.  Since  then,  he  has  unexpectedly  become  a  comedian  and  famous 
minor  television  personality,  appearing  as  the  "PC”  in  a  series  of  television  ads  for  Apple  brand 
computers,  and  guest  roles  as  “the  person  wearing  glasses”  in  a  variety  of  films  and  TV  shows, 
including  Coraline ,  Community,  and  Battlestar  Calactica  (a  show  he  once  wrote  about  as  a 
journalist).  In  addition,  he  appeared  as  Jason  Schwartzman’s  nemesis,  Louis  Greene,  on  all  three 
seasons  of  HBO's  Bored  to  Death.  Currently  John  is  featured  in  the  FX  series  Married,  appears  in 
Steven  Soderbergh’s  The  Knick  on  Cinemax,  and  can  be  seen  as  a  member  of  the  Tone  Hangers  in 
the  recently  released  feature  film  Pitch  Perfect  2.  Two  best-selling  books  followed  The  Areas  of  My 
Expertise,  concluding  his  “Complete  World  Knowledge”  trilogy  in  2012  with  the  apocalyptic  That  Is 
All.  John  also  recently  starred  in  his  own  Netflix  special,  John  Hodgman :  Ragnarok. 

As  a  comedian,  he  has  headlined  at  clubs  and  theaters  around  the  country,  including  the  San 
Francisco  Sketchfest.  He  is  a  two-time  main  stage  speaker  at  the  TED  conference,  the  former  color 
commentator  at  the  Emmys,  and,  most  surreally,  he  grilled  the  President  of  the  United  States  on 
his  nerd  credentials  at  the  2009  Radio  and  Television  Correspondents  Dinner Judge  John  Hodgman 
is  a  more-or-less  weekly  podcast  in  which  John  listens  to  real  life  disputes  on  issues  such  as:  Is  chili 
a  soup  or  a  stew?  Is  this  room  in  my  house  called  an  “office”  or  a  “den”  or  "a  room  full  of  junk”?  Is 
a  machine  gun  a  robot?  New  episodes  air  on  MaximumFun.org.  From  time  to  time,  he  is  asked  to 
explain  his  professional  life,  and  in  particular,  the  effect  of  this  dramatic  and  surprising  change  of 
fortune,  and  typically,  he  finds  he  cannot  do  it.Visitjohnhodgman.com  for  further  information.

ABOUT THE  POPS 


THE  BOSTON  POPS 

In  2015  the  Boston  Pops  performs  its  130th  season,  but  the  most  significant  celebration  this  year 
is  for  Keith  Lockhart,  who  marks  his  20th  anniversary  as  Julian  and  Eunice  Cohen  Boston  Pops 
conductor. The  season’s  programming  showcases  a  remarkable  range  of  music;  introduces  new 
artists,  world  premieres,  and  innovations;  and  brings  the  best  of  the  exclusive  arrangements  from 
the  Boston  Pops  library  to  the  Pops  audience.  It  all  began  in  1885,  thanks  to  the  vision  of  Civil 
War  veteran  Henry  Lee  Higginson.  Fours  years  earlier,  in  1881,  he  founded  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra,  calling  its  establishment  “the  dream  of  my  life.”  From  the  start  he  intended  to  present, 
in  the  warmer  months,  concerts  of  light  classics  and  the  popular  music  of  the  day.  From  a  practical 
perspective,  Higginson  realized  that  these  "lighter”  performances  would  provide  year-round 
employment  for  his  musicians.  The  “Promenade  Concerts,”  as  they  were  originally  called,  were 
soon  informally  known  as  “Popular  Concerts,”  which  eventually  became  shortened  to  “Pops,”  the 
name  officially  adopted  in  1900.  The  following  year  the  orchestra  performed  for  the  first  time  in 
its  new  home,  Symphony  Hall.  Not  only  is  this  performance  space  acoustically  outstanding,  it  was 
also  designed,  at  Higginson’s  insistence,  so  that  the  rows  of  seats  for  Boston  Symphony  concerts 
could  be  replaced  by  tables  and  chairs  for  Pops  concerts. To  this  day,  patrons  sitting  at  the  cabaret- 
style  tables  can  enjoy  food  and  drink,  along  with  the  kind  of  musical  entertainment  only  the 
Boston  Pops  can  provide. 

Some  people  may  not  realize  that  there  were  seventeen  Pops  conductors,  beginning  with  the 
German  Adolf  Neuendorff,  who  preceded  Arthur  Fiedler,  the  first  American-born  musician  to 
lead  the  orchestra.  In  his  nearly  50-year  tenure  as  Pops  Conductor  (1930-1979),  he  established 
the  Boston  Pops  as  a  national  icon.  When  John  Williams  (1980-1993)  succeeded  Arthur  Fiedler 
in  1980,  he  was  the  most  highly  acclaimed  composer  in  Hollywood,  and  today,  with  49  Academy 
Award  nominations,  he  is  the  most-nominated  living  person  in  Academy  history.  With  the  Pops, 
Mr.  Williams  continued  the  orchestra's  prolific  recording  tradition  with  a  series  of  best-selling 
recordings  for  the  Philips  and  Sony  Classical  labels,  broadened  and  updated  the  Pops  repertoire, 
and  entertained  audiences  with  live  orchestral  accompaniment  to  film  clips  of  memorable 
movie  scenes,  many  of  which  featured  iconic  music  from  his  own  film  scores.  Having  led  nearly 
1,700  Boston  Pops  concerts  in  his  twenty-year  tenure,  Keith  Lockhart  (1995-present)  has  created 
programs  that  reach  out  to  a  broader  and  younger  audience  by  presenting  artists — both 
established  performers  and  rising  stars— from  virtually  every  corner  of  the  entertainment  world, 
all  the  while  maintaining  the  Pops’  appeal  to  its  core  audience.  He  has  made  75  television  shows, 
led  forty  national  and  four  overseas  tours  with  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra,  led  the  Pops 
at  several  high-profile  sports  events,  and  recorded  thirteen  albums.  Mr.  Lockhart’s  tenure  has 
been  marked  by  a  dramatic  increase  in  touring,  the  orchestra’s  first  Grammy  nominations,  the 
first  major  network  national  broadcast  of  the  July  4  Boston  Pops  Fireworks  Spectacular  from  the 
Esplanade,  and  the  release  of  the  Boston  Pops’ first  self-produced  and  self-distributed  recordings.
